London, Aug. 2.

Sir John Anderson stated that more 
Ahan’ £70,000,000 wag being spent in 
the financial year on clvil defence. 
In the six months since the national 
service campaign was launched, the 
enrolments for all forms of natlonal 
service exceeded 1,380,000, and the 
enrolmdht for civil defence procecd- 
ed at the rate of over 20,000 weekly— 
They were aiming at getting over 
2,000,000 people for. the elvil defence 
- services, ind now had a strength of 
- 1,900,000, but there were deficiencies 
dn particular services and particular 
nreas and surpluses elsewhere, The 
auxiliary fire services still needed 
100,000 volunteers and the nursing 
services 60,000, 


Mr, Walter Elliot stated that work 
has begun, or is about to begin, on 
12 evacuation camps, and it is ex- 
pected that the first camps will be 
ready in three months’ time, Con- 
tracts for woodwork for 32 camps 
have been made, and It is expected 
that all will be ready at the end of 
the year. : 


Referring to hospitals, Mr, Ellict 
said that the first 100,000 beds will be 
made avalinble by sending home the 
patients fit to go, The second 100,- 
000 beds ore being placed in the 
existing institutions, 50,000 are al- 
ready there, nnd the remiinder will 
be there by the end of August.

A NEW carpet should be brushed 
very Myhtly, and cleaned with a 
vacuum’ .clenaner only very occasion- 
ally.

The defendants were Tsang Sang, 32, Lat Yau, 31, and Yau 
Sang 32, and they were alleged to have robbed n goldsmith's 
shop, on May 30, of 76 gold finger rings, 75 gold bangles, 12 
gold car-rings, and 21 gold ornaments; and are alxo accused 
of murder of a woman, Au Yeung Yim-wan, 


_ Tsang Sang was further charged 
with Intent to murder L/Sergeant 
Clifford Pope, and alternatively with 
‘shooting with intent to maim, dis- 
figure or disable Sergeant Pope, or 
in order to resist lawful arrest. He 
“was also charged with the possession 
of rms and ammunition, a mnauser 
pistol and 62 rounds of ammunitlon, 

Lal Yau wns additlonally charged 
with possession of rounds of ammuni- 
tion and an automatic pistol, an 
automatic pistol, 45 rounds of: am~ 
munition and an ammunition — clip; 
shooting with intent to murder pollee 
constable C.C.354, Ho Fook, and 
alternatively shooting with Intent to 
maim, disfigure or disable C.C.354, 
or in order to resist lawful arrest.

“lA NEW carpet” should “be~ brushed 


very lightly, and cleaned with a 
vacuum .cleaner only very occasion- 
ally. Alter several, months wear, 
the pile of the carpet will be well 
trodden in; it will not then necd such 
delicate treatment, 

Spread a thick layer of newspapers 
on the floor before putting the car- 
pet down. Even if using an under 


ayer of felt, put newspapers also. 
They will cover any unevenness in 
the floor, which might otherwise 
{eave marks on the carpet. 

Always roll a carpet when you 
take It up, Folding mnkes crenscs, 
and if the carpet is y seamed one, 
will cause the seams to stretch and 
come apart, : 

A enrpet that'is much trodden on 
should be turned round every few 
weeks, so that it. docs not become 
worn In just one or two places. 

The pile of a stair carpet should 
always run downwards. If not,. tha 
pile will be brushed the wrong way 
when the carpet is cleaned, 

Always buy a_ sufficient length of 
stair carpet lo allow the position to 
be varied. Move the carpet six or 
elght Inches so that the part that was 
on the tread Is ogainst the upright 
of the next stair, to’ cquallse the 
wear on the carpet.
